Britain Shares U.S. Hopes | 
for Reduction of Naval 
Armament

GENEVA, April 24.—The German 
| proposal to abolish the use of aerial 


bombs in warfare was defeated before 


the league's preparatory commission 
on disarmament today. Only five 
countries were in its favor—-Germany 


Sweden, Holland, China and Russia, 
Those against it including Canada 


registered their objection with a rider 
that a negative vote was not to be 
interpreted as in any way authoriz- 
ng the use of aerial bombs against 
civil populations, 

Count Von, Bernstorff, of Germany 
pointed out the toll that could be ex- 
acted by bombing planes over Paris 
Berlin and London and said this 
method of warfare was horrible and 
cowardly, because the combatants wert | 
protected by defensive appliances.

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LOW RATES PRODUCE PROFITS 

The city has found out at last that the 
way to ma money out of the light and 
power system is to sell the product 
rates which encourage people to use more 
of it. A big turn-over at a small margin 
of protit brings in more revenue than a 
small turnover at excessive rates of gain. 
And, incidentally, people have better light- 
ed homes and electricity is made to do 
more of the work about the house and in 
the shop and store. 

The same principle would hold if the 


power plant were operated by a company. | 


With this difference; that it would not 
have taken a company a quarter of a cen- 
tury to discover so well known a law of 
business. Whether Edmonton keeps, sells 
or leases the power plant, or buys “‘juice”’ 
from a private corporation, the party sup- 
plying the current will have to look to in- 
creased consumption—not to high rates 
for profits. And the larger the consump- 
tion the lower the rates can be made and 
the greater the advantage Me community 
will get out of the plant. 


THE TAX RATE 


Enthusiasm over a 46.5 mill tax rate 
vill be modified by the consideration that 
t is to be levied on an increased assess- 
1ent, and that the total taxes collected 
ill be higher than last year. For the 
ixpayer there is the consolation that a 
)-mill rate had been spoken of, and would 
tave been imposed had the much-desired 
wage-increases en made to civic em- 
loyees. Disappointed though the latter 


will be, they may be reconciled by the re- | 


flection that there is a limit to what the 
luxpayer can or will pay, and that even 
a 46.5 mill rate is far from being a low one. 

The satisfactory feature is that the 
year’s taxes will be paid—-not charged 
against the property. Conditions have so 


far improved as to make that certain. The | 


city is sharing, and will continue to share, 
the more prosperous times which have 
come to the west and to all Canada. And 
property is recovering value, surely if 
slowly. The city is working off the large 
amount of real estate it took over some 
years ago because taxes were not paid 
There is a corresponding betterment in 
the position of privately-owned property. 
This is ceasing to be a liability and tur ning 
into an asset. The taxpayers are thus 
better able to pay, and undoubtedly more 
willing to pay, than some years ago.
